Dr.  Lael  J.  Woodbury,  chair- 
man of  the  Speech  and  Dramatic 
Arts  department,  is  the  Panor- 
ama director.  This  year’s  show  is 
entitled  “July  4,  2001.”  The  gates 
open  tonight  and  tomorrow  night 
at  8:45  p.m.  Preliminaries  begin 
at  8:55  p.m.  and  showtime  is 
dusk.  Tickets  are  available  at  the 
gates. 

PARADE  TOMORROW 

Activities  tomorrow  include  The 
Grand  Parade  beginning  at  9:30 
a.m.,  a speed  boat  regatta  be- 
ginning at  noon  at  the  Provo 
harbor,  and  a second  performance 
of  the  Panorama  and  fireworks. 

The  parade  will  head  south  on 
University  Avenue  from  the  Field- 
house  parking  lot  to  First  North, 
then  east  for  one  block  and  then 
south  again  to  Center  Street.  It 
will  then  proceed  east  on  Center 
Street  and  will  disband  at  Eighth 
East. 

A jet  airplane  fly-by  is  also

America:  Worth  Struggling  For? 


Tomorrow  the  United  States  of  Ameri- 
ca will  celebrate  its  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
second  birthday  in  a welter  of  mixed  emo- 
tions. For  many  it  will  pass  as  just  an- 
other holiday  and  a chance  to  get  away 
for  a few  days.  Others  will  take  advantage 
of  the  day  to  stage  demonstrations  of 
Americanism  or  anti-Americanism  that  will 
have  little  effect  beyond  their  initial  ex- 
pression. To  an  increasing  number  of  Ameri- 
cans this  Fourth  of  July  symbolizes  the 
tremendous  need  for  re-dedication  and  in- 
volvement of  the  American  people  in  the 
affairs  of  their  country. 

Never  before  in  our  history  has  this 
country  been  faced  with  such  a formidable 
array  of  problems.  From  civil  disobedience, 
through  the  gold  drain,  to  the  complex 
diplomatic  problems  of  the  Vietnam  situ- 
ation— the  American  people  are  being  faced 
with  mushrooming  difficulties. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  coin  lies  the 
ever-expanding  technology  and  progress  of 
a mighty  nation  with  a unique  record _of 
meeting  its  problems  squarely  and  positive- 
ly. America  was  founded  and  made  great 
by  people  who  would  not  accept  the  status 
quo  or  bow  down  to  the  icy  blasts  of  fate. 

Its  growth  and  destiny  have  been  shaped 
in  its  public  meeting  places  and  in  the  soli- 
tude of  its  homes  by  people  who  love  and 
believe  in  America  enough  to  get  involved 
in  her  problems  and  contribute  personally 
to  their  solution. 

We,  as  Americans,  hold  the  world’s  fin- 
est set  of  tools  for  shaping  either  our  ulti- 
mate victory  or  our  shattering  demise.  Only 
the  attitude  and  quality  of  the  hands  that 


grasp  those  tools  can  determine  the  direc- 
tion of  the  work. 

Will  we,  who  wave  the  flags  so  briskly, 
who  bow  so  fervently  in  patriotic  assemb- 
lies, who  express  such  concern  for  our  heri- 
tage— will  we  also  be  found  at  the  mass 
meetings  using  the  tools  of  our  freedom 
to  choose,  support,  and  help  those  who  of- 
fer leadership  to  our  nation? 

Will  w ebe  found  studying  the  problems 
and  contributing  to  their  ultimate  solution  ? 
Will  we  be  found  expressing  our  view's, 
opinions  and  desires  to  our  chosen  repre- 
sentatives so  that  they  can  act  in  our  best 
interest?  Will  we  be  found  exercising  our 
franchise  responsibility  in  local,  state  and 
national  elections  ? 

Of  these  questions  cannot  be  answered 
directly  and  positively,  then  patriotism  be- 
comes as  hollow'  as  the  sound-shells  from 
which  it  is  shouted  and  as  fleeting  as  the 
echoes  that  cany  it  briefly  through  the 
parks  and  streets  of  our  country. 

If  freedom  and  patriotism  are  to  rule 
as  dominant  forces  in  this  nation,  they  must 
ring  in  the  vibrating  hearts  and  sinews  of 
those  who  love  her  and  are  willing  to  work 
and  sacrifice  for  her.  They  must  fill  and 
give  life  to  the  hands  that  grasp  the  tools 
that  shape  our  future. 

The  tools  of  government  by  the  people, 
for  the  people — -held  in  the  hands  of  peo- 
ple who  are  not  ashamed  of  wet  eyes  and 
warm  hearts  when  the  flag  passes — people 
who  are  willing  to  wave  the  banner  proudly 
over  a land  w'hich  they  have  helped  to 
make  free— tools  held  in  such  hands — our 
hands — can  and  will  preserve  this  nation 
as  long  as  real  patriotism  lives. 


A Document  To  Be  Remembered 


When  in  the  course  of 
human  events,  it  becomes  nec- 
essary for  one  people  to  dis- 
solve the  political  bands  which 
have  connected  them  with  an- 
other, and  to  assume  among 
the  powers  of  the  earth,  the 
separate  and  equal  station  to 
which  the  Laws  of  Nature 
and  of  Nature’s  God  entitle 
them,  a decent  respect  to  the 
opinions  of  mankind  requires 
that  they  should  declare  the 
causes  which  impel  them  to 
the  separation. 

We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self  evi- 
dent, that  all  men  are  created  equal,  that 
they  are  endowed  by  their  Creator  with 
certain  inalienable  Rights,  that  among 
these  are  Life,  Liberty  and  the  pursuit  of 
Happiness. 

That  to  secure  these  rights,  Govern- 
ments are  instituted  among  Men,  deriving 
their  just  powers  from  the  consent  of  the 
governed — that  whenever  any  form  of  gov- 
ernment becomes  destructive  of  these  ends, 


it  is  the  Right  of  the  Peo- 
ple to  alter  or  to  abolish  it, 
and  to  institute  new  Govern- 
ment, laying  its  foundation  on 
such  principles  and  organizing 
its  powers  in  such  form  as  to 
them  shall  seem  most  likely  to 
effect  their  Safety  and  Happi- 
ness. Prudence,  indeed,  will 
dictate  that  Governments  long 
established  should  not  be 
changed  for  light  and  trans- 
ient causes;  and  accordingly 
all  experience  hath  shown, 
that  mankind  are  more  dis- 
posed to  suffer,  while  evils  are  suffer- 
able, than  to  right  themselves  by  abolish- 
ing the  forms  to  which  they  are  accustomed. 
But  when  a long  train  of  abuses  and  usur- 
pations, pursuing  invariably  the  same  Ob- 
ject envinces  a design  to  reduce  them  under 
absolute  Despotism,  it  is  their  right,  it  is 
their  duty,  to  throw  off  such  Government, 
and  to  provide  new  Guards  for  their  future 
security.

The  long  Fourth  of  July  holiday  weekend 
will  expose  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
Utahns  to  all  kinds  of  hazards,  the  Utah 
Safety  Council  has  said.  Each  of  these  haz- 
ards could  turn  the  celebration  into  a wake ; 
but  by  following  common  sense  safety  prac- 
tices, this  need  not  be  so. 

The  hazards  will  not  only  be  on  the 
highway,  but  on  our  lakes  and  rivers,  our 
mountains,  and  in  our  backyards.  Death 
on  our  streets  and  highways  is  an  ever- 
present danger  when  extra  thousands  of 
motorists  crowd  them,  and  many  of  the 
drivers  take  foolish  chances  against  odds 
that  no  gambler  would  accept  at  the  gam- 
ing table.  Defensive  driving  by  the  other 


motorists  is  the  best  way  to  cope  with  the 
speeders,  the  drunks,  the  stop-sign  runners 
and  the  weavers. 

Mountain  climbers  should  never  attempt 
any  adventure  beyond  their  capability,  and 
in  all  cases  should  go  in  pairs  or  groups  and 
be  properly  equipped  for  this  type  of  recre- 
ation and  exercise,  much  of  which  requires 
special  skill  and  training.
